The Venerable £x-Congressman 
Passes Away at Glenwood, Pa, 


—_— 


Pablic Service Extended Over Long- 
est Period of Any Man Who Ever 
Sat in the House—He Was 
the ‘“‘Father” of the 
Homestead Act. 


Binghamton, N. 
Congressman G. A. Grow died at his 
home in Glenwood, Pa., this morning, as 


he reentered the house of representa- 
tives at large from Pennsylvania four- 
teen years ago. When he retired four 
years ago, his public service in the house 
extended over the longest period, 
though not continuous service, of any 
man who ever sat in that body. 

During the antebellum days he was one) 
of the best known men in the United 
States,* and in 1864 he 
vote of being .nominated for vice presi- 
dent in place of Andrew Johnson, who 
became president on the death of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. 

Mr. Grow was elected speaker of the 
house of representatives in 1861, 
occupied that position during the first 
two years of the war, until his retire- 
ment from congress in 1863.

Before this decision was reach- 
ed, however, it was diplomatically 
hinted that Bolivia and several of the 
other western South American repub- 
lics would probably decide to withdraw 
their ministers and leave their lega- 
tions in charge of secretaries in case 
Chile was permitted to send an am- 
bassador. 

Chile in No Hurry. 

After Mr. Walker Martinez left Wash- 
ington it was suggested to the state 
department that another man, whose 
name has not been made public, was 
being considered for the place.

This ig to be a guide in 
raising or equalizing vaiues as they are 
found all over the state or in any par- 
ticular county. It is also to be a guide 
to values of adjoining property. A man 
may not have solg a piece of land so 
that its marke: values can be estimated, 
but iiis ucighbor has, and from the re- 
ceipts of that neighbor the real value of 
the unsold part may be secured. 

It is also shown by the actions so far 
that not only lands held by corporations 
but sma!l farmers as well are going to 
be made to pay full value. 

State Board Meeting. 

It is expected that there will be much 
of raising when the state board of as- 
sessment begins to make up the values 
of the railroag property of the state. 
This board ig composed of the governor, 
the auditor, the treasurer and the ate 
torney general, the last named being on 
in an advisory capacity. The meeting 
is set down for April 3, at which time 
there will] be representatives of the lead- 
ing traffic men of the state. Many of 
the roads were raised last year or the 
year before ang very likely there wouid 
have been a natural increase without 
the evident intention to go higher as a 
result of the feeling that the charges 
have been under what they should have 
been. The legislature passed a law that 
the assessors should be guided in mak- 
ing up the taxes by the well known 
marke; values of the stocks and bonds.

None of the 
houses and depots, section houses or tel- 
egraph instruments are taken in. 

Of the total value placed on property 
of the state last year, of $347,228, 469, 
the railroads composed $55,066,230, other 
railroad property, $847,729. The only 
other ftems near it ‘were real estate, 
$11,754,951, and town real estate, $92,- 
401.675. 

Mercantile Stocks, 

One of the complaints made by the 
tax collectors in Barbour county was that 
they could not ge; at the values of mer- 
cantile stocks. The last auditor’s report 
shows that there are values of this kind 
at $18,460,819. It is said that there is 
more value of this kind in the town of 
Eufaula than is assessed to the whole 
counly, ang there are some who insist 
that the same thing is true in most of 
the state. 

However, there are things that the 
merchants have to meet in the way of 
taxes that do not come to the trouble of 
other lines of enterprise. Every county 
and town requires heavy license of the 
merchant, as well as the state. In ad- 
dition, the merchant pays more ins 
ance than any other line of busin <s 
Save the cotton and lumber mill men, 
and, all in all, it is pointed out that the 
merchant gets more on his_ shoulder 
than any other man in this ay. 

It is interesting to no that there 
were last’ year $224,548 worth of jew- 
elry and $1,663,067 worth of pianos and 
musical instruments. Paintings are 
valued at $23,332 and guns, pistols, 
dirks, swords and canes 
at $457,312. It is also reported that at 
that time there was $2,398,185 in money 
hoarded.

FTER visiting nearly every civilized 
country with a port and after hav~- 
ing touched lands somewhat barbaric, 
Henry Witt, a young Atlantan by adop-, 
tion, has reached his American home, an 
absence of four years having intervened 
between his departure and his return. 
Four years ago Henry Witt, a young

HENRY WITT. 
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brother of Carl Witt, the restauranter, 
left Atlanta one day without advising 
his brother of his departure. A few days 
later Car] Witt was advised by his broth- 
er that he had enlisted in the United 
States navy at Norfolk and that the Ohio, 
the battleship to which he was assigned, 
would sail from that port within a short 
time. Henry Witt was then a minor, 
and had been gent by his father, a well- 
to-do agriculturist over jin Germany, to 
his brother in Atlanta, requesting that 
the Atlanta son look after the younger 
one. The letter telling Carl Witt of his 
brother’s enlistment was not at all sat- 
isfactory, and forthwith the restauranter, 
as nearly every other newly made Amer- 
ican does when in trouble or seeking ad-> 
vice, rushed to Dr. Joe Jacobs for a 
consultation. The doctor wag shown the 
Suardianship Parent Witt had given his 
elder son in America over the younger 
one, and as Dr. Jacobs was reading that 
document, Carl Witt remarked: 

“I don’t want him in the navy, for then 
I can't overlook his actions, as that let- 
ter directs me to do. Can't I stop him 
and get him back here in Atlanta?”’ 

Dr. Yoe Jacobs told the elder Witt that 
his brother was old enough to serve in 
the navy with the consent of hig parents 
or guardian, and as he had enlisted he 
had in all probability done so under such 
conditions that authorized his ac ceptance 
by the enlisting officer. He Stated, how- 
ever, that if the department knew the 
actual facts that a discharge might be 
obtained, but added that if the younger 
Witt left the navy without a discharge 
he would be classed as a deserter, and 
as sygh would ©e punished. The Atlan- 
tan was thoroughly distressd, and Dr. 
Jacobs volunteered to go to Norfolk and 
see what could be done. At Norfolk he 
made the actual facts known to the com- 
mander of the vessel, and was informed 
that a release from the service Was at 
his disposal, the usual lines in such cases 
being adhered to. It was then that Dr. 
Jacobs sought an interview with the 
young seaman, who stated emphatically 
that he did not want a discharge, neither 
would he accept one, adding that if he 
were let out at that time he would en- 
list at some other port. Realizing thé 
futility of his efforts, Dr. Jacobs came 
back to Atlanta and advised Carl Witt 
to let his brother have his Way, saying 
that the experience would do him good 
and would in all probability make a man 
of the lad. 

The man of war weighed anchor within 
a few days and on the Atlantic Henry 
Witt found what it was to be a sailor 
On a fighting vessel flying the Stars and 
Stripes. He soon took naturally to the 
life and within a short time was reckon- 
ed among the best members of the crew. 
He gave his time to a study of his du- 
ties and then took a pride in executing 
what he had to do, the result being that 
he was allowed every privilege given to 
first-class seamen at every port the war- 
ship touched. And while afhore Witt 
was just as busy and industirous as he 
was aboard his vessel.

And the result of his work is now 
shown in one of Jacobs’ show windows, 
for at every point he gathered relics of 
his visit which he stored away, and 
which he has brought back to Atlanta. 

That window, young Witt is now work- 
ing in- the pharmacy learning to be a 
compounder of dmgs, is a prese:.tation 
of every nation the young man visited. 
Works of art, curios finished and crude, 
articles never before seen in Atla ta, are 
displayed, but the centerpiece of that ex- 
hibition in a large photograph of the 
battleship Ohio, with a large stanma of 
the national colors. A glove box made 
of ebony blacker than midiight, inlaid 
most artistikally with clear, pure 
pearl, made by hand in Japan, is con- 
spicuous in the gathering, collar boxes 
and cuff boxes of wood apparently made 
with a penknife in Ceylon, fe Chinese 
musical instrvu@ient, the like of which 
has never been seen in Atlanta, before 
is there. Then there are paperknives 
and cam cases of wood, bone and metal 
made in Jerusalem, and upon which the 
name of that city is inscribed, both in 
(Emglish and Hebrew characters. There 
are paperweights and wooden comb 3 
made in the Philippines, pipes of strange 
Géesign, most excellently execvited, and a 
stranger still, tobacco from Korea. In 
fact, a novel collection of novel novelties 
it is. 

But better than all, young Witt browght 
home with him nearly every dollar the 
government paid him for his four years 
of service. 

"Yes, I'm back in Atlanta, and here I 
expect to stay the balance of my life; 
except for the time I shall spend in a 
school of pharmacy to complete my work, 
or a short time I may tdke occasionally 
to return to Germany to see my ol4 home 
and relatives,’’ said young Witt vyester- 
day as he was Phishing the arrangement 
of his display “Of course, I liked the 
Pnavy, else I would never have enlisted. 
And I like it better today than ever, for 
I haé nothing but the best treatment. 
The longer I was in it the better I liked 
it. and that is one reason I quit when I 
did. Had I tried another enlistment I'm 
afraid I would never have Deen able to 
make wo my mind to quit. As it Is, 
sometimes I find myself wishing I wag 
back aboard the Ohio. No, there le no 
gavy in the workd to compare with that 
of the United States. I think I know of 
what I am talking, for I believe I have 
seen about every navy afloat. Japan? 
Why Japan has a good navy, but it ain't 
in it with ours. Wo, Japan will never see 
the day she can better the United States. 
Yes. they may have some vessels as goo!

‘The adornment of private grounds is, 
of course, nothing new, but the em- 
bellishment of public places was prac- 
tically neglected until the formation of 
the civic ‘leagues made anything like 
Systematic work in this direction pos- 
sible. 

The credit for the organization of the 
first one of these leagues, in South 
Carolina, belongs to Marion, a thriving 
little city in the Pee Dee section. The 
Marion ladies, at considerable cost, em- 
ployed Kelsey & Guild, the eminent 
landscape architects of Boston, to lay 
off the court house square, and in this 
way made a certainty of its future beau- 
ty when the trees and shrubs that have 
been planted attain their growth To 
> i C. A. Woods, the wife of Mr. As- 

late Justice Woods, belongs much of 
the credit for the achievements in the 
little Pee Dee city, she having been 
president of the leagu since its forma- 
tion. 

It was in Marion that the idea of dec- 
Orating the railroad station had its 
birth. | 

For a number of years the city coun- 
cil of Darlington followed the custom of 
having flower beds on the ‘public square, 
and can justly claim to be among the 
pioneers in this directiton. 

The ladies of Anderson, under the 
leadership of Mrs, Fant, have trans- 
formed a very ugly public square into 
What might wm called a beautifuJ © and 
attractive .garden.

Civic League, and its members are mak- 
ing every effort to add. to: the beauty" 
of the famous winter. resort.

Answer—I know of no treatment that 
would be effective in killing the’ lice on 
the rye that would not at the same time 
render the latter more unpalatable to anf.- 
mals. than before. Thorough spraying 
with kerosene emulsion diluted with ten 
times its quantiy with water would de- 
sfroy the lice. *To do this it would be 
well to cut the rye down and thus reduce 
the quantity of stubble to be sprayed. 
AS g00n as you are through with the rye 
crop you shoulq turn over the stubble 
and plant in potatoes, corn or some other 
crop. There are a great many species 
of plant lice (aphides), almost as many 
as there are families of cultivated plants. 
Their life history is v@ry curious, al- 
though not exactly identical in the dif- 
ferent species. As a rule, the first colo- 
ny that appears in spring (and there are 
but few of these) hatch out from eggs 
that were laid by the last colony in the 
fall previous. The lice from these eggs 
are so-called ‘‘a gamic,” i. e., not truly 
sexual, yet each brings forth live young, 
and the Jatter (also agamic) commence 
bringing forth live young in afew days, 
and so on until Jate in the fall, when the 
true sexual forms—male and female—are 
produced, and each female lays One or 
two eggs, and these eggs, deposited in 
any crevice or underneath bark of a 
plant, remain during the winter and 
hatch out in the spring and start an- 
other multitude...

Answer—Carbolic acid is a. standard 
insectictde in the poultry house and 
yard. First, thoroughly clean out and 
scrape the floor of the fowl house and 
cover the same with fresh sand, or 
road dust. Remove all roosts and 
other movable parts. Then thoroughly 
spray the walls, inside and out, and 
also the roosis and other parts re- 
moved ‘with a solution of 6 ounces of 
crude carbolic acid dissolved in one 
gallon of nearly boiling water. At 
least once a year the inside of the 
house should be thoroughly white- 
washed with lime wash to which four 
ounces of crude carbolic acid have 
been added to each gallon. Clean out 


the nests and burn all nestilg ma- 
terial. : 
For fowls -infested with lice, pre- 


pare a bath of one and one-fourth 
ounces pure carbolic acid to the gal- 
lon of hot water. When cool, immerse 
each fowl in the bath for about a 
minute, taking care to wet every por- 
tion of the body and head Creolin, 
however, will probably prove more 
satisfactory for preparing the bath, 
as it is not so poisonous, using two 
and one-half ounces creolin to the 
gallon of water. . 

Perhaps I may not do you a better 
service (also other poultry raisers) 
than to advise you to get a copy of 
‘Diseases of Poultry,’ by Dr. D. E. 
Salmon. Write to George E. Howard & 
Co., Washington, D. C. The paper- 
covered book is 50 cents. 

The trouble with the “‘crop’’ is what 
is called “impaction of the crop,’ and 
is‘'usually caused by improper feeding, 
half starving at one time and over- 
feeding at another, especially with dry 
grain. Sometimes an insufficient sup- 
ply of drinking water is a contributing 
cause. Treatment for impaction of the 
crop should be prompt and energetic. 
Pour a small quantity ofr sweet oil 
into the mouth and cause the fowl to 
swallow it. Then manipulate that por- 
tion of the crop nearest the throat be- 
tween the thumb and finger in such 
manner as to break.up the contents of 


the crop and force them toward the 
mouth in small porttons. It is well 
to suspend the fowl head downward 


froin time to time'to facilitate the dis- 
charge of the food through-the mouth. 
Occasionally, as needed, give a little 
more oil and the crop may be. gradu- 
ally entirely emptied by the process. 
Then give two grains of baking soda 
in water; Keep without food for one 
day, and then feed sparingly on soft 
food until alright. It sometimes be- 
comes necessary to open the crop by 
slitting with a knife, and thus re- 
moving such objects as may not be 
forced through the mouth. The method 
of doing this is fully described in 
the book referred to above. 
The other case is probably 
called ‘“‘eggbound’’—inability to. per- 
form the act of laying. Inject a little 
sweet oil into the oviduct and gently 
manipulate the parts. If necesgary, 
immerse the rear part of the body in 
water aS Warm as may be borne with-

“WASHY” HORSE. 

Subscriber, Laurel Hill, N. C.— Will 
you kindly tell me of a re§nedy “for 
“washy” horse through your paper? 
Is there a permanent cure “for 
“washy.”’ 

Answer: There is no “permanent” 
cure for the condition called “washy.” 
The following answer to a similar in- 
quiry that appeared in this column a 
short time ago is republished for the 
benefit of yourself and others. (Had 
you given your name, as the rule re- 
quires) the treatment would have been 
sent you by mail. It is as follows: 

Some horses are naturally prone te 
loogeness of bowels and are sometimes 
called “‘washy.”’ Be careful about 
watering and feeding. The water 
should be cool well water and should 
be given before eating and not within 


an hour after. Feed regularly three 
times a day. Before each feed (when 
bowels are bad), or, say, twice a day, '! 


give one tablespoonful of soda. If 
bowels are very offensive give | ounce 
of sulphite of soda, or | dram doses 
of creolin in water twice a day. Do 
not put to work in less than an hour 
after eating.
